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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE  
Public Assistance eligibles totaled 2,849,000 during March 2002, a decrease of 1.5 percent from a 
year ago and a decrease less than 0.050 percent when compared to last month.  
 
When compared to a year ago, Aged and Disabled increased 1.0 and 2.8 percent respectively.  Blind 
and Families decreased 1.2 and 4.0 percent 
 
When compared to last month Aged and Disabled increased 0.2 and 0.2 percent respectively.  Blind 
and Families decreased 0.1 and 0.2 percent. 
  
MEDICALLY NEEDY 
Medically Needy eligibles totaled 2,437,900 during March 2002, an increase of 31.4 percent from a 
year ago and an increase of 2.3 percent from last month. 
 
When compared to a year ago, Aged, Blind, Disabled, and Families increased 17.7, 7.8, 7.4 and 33.7 
percent respectively.  
 
When compared to last month, Aged, Blind, Disabled and Families increased 1.8, 3.1, 2.5, and 2.3 
percent respectively.    
 
MEDICALLY INDIGENT 
Medically Indigent (MI) eligibles totaled 138,100 during March 2002, an increase of 5.1 percent from a 
year ago and an increase of 0.4 percent from last month. 
 
MI Child eligibles (under 21 years old) increased 5.0 percent from a year ago and increased 0.3 
percent from last month. 
 
MI Adult eligibles (aged 21-64 years) increased 5.6 percent from a year ago and increased 1.2 percent 
when compared to last month. 
 
ALIENS/REFUGEES 
The Immigration Reform and Control Act (IRCA) Alien Program ended December 31, 1994. 
 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act (OBRA) Alien eligibles totaled 230,000 during March 2002, an 
increase of 28.6 percent from a year ago and an increase of 0.8 from last month. 
 
Refugee eligibles totaled 2,780 during March 2002, a decrease of 5.9 percent from a year ago and a 
2.8 percent decrease from last month. 
 
OTHER 
During March 2002, eligibles in the Other category totaled 377,500 which reflects an increase of 27.3 
percent from a year ago and an increase of 2.4 percent from last month. 
 
Of the Other category: the 185 Percent Poverty Program (renamed to Income Disregard) accounted 
for 35.5 percent; the 133 Percent Poverty Program accounted for 29.7 percent; the 100 Percent 
Poverty Program accounted for 30.6 percent; the Minor Consent Program accounted for 2.0 percent; 
the Qualified Medicare Beneficiary Program accounted for 1.4 percent; the 60-Day Postpartum 
Program accounted for 0.5 percent; the 200 Percent Poverty Program accounted for less than 0.050 
percent; data for the Presumptive Eligibility for Pregnant Women Program are not available; the 
Tuberculosis Program accounted for 0.2 percent; the Total Parenteral Nutrition and Dialysis Programs 
accounted for less than 0.050 percent.
